the dividends, the great demand at present existing may 
be somewhat lessened. The Bank Return is certainly 
bad—even worse than last week, and had they increased 
the rate it would not have been wondered at, consider- 
ing the results shown, and the great stringency which 
was observable in the open market. Money, indeed, was 
in greater request this last week than any previous one, 
and 5 per cent. was freely charged, discounters not 
feeling inclined to make advances at all, but reserving 


their resources for even higher profits. As we stated 
on a former occasion, we doubt if the payment of 
the dividends will do more than temporarily 
relieve the market, it may make money more 
plentiful outside the Bank doors, but the resources of 
that establishment must be drawn upon, and although 
the advances made during the closing of the books will 
now become repayable to the bank, it will not lessen the 
demand, or tend to improve the bank’s condition, much 
as the calls of late have been for the legitimate employ- 
ment of money for trade purposes, and conseq uently we 
do not anticipate much return to ease by even the 
dividend payments. An advance in funds may be ob- 
servable, and a disposition to invest in that or other te- 
curities, as a portion of the dividends will be sure to be 


thus absorbed, besides the Victoria Government ‘oan, 
which must be all paid up for at once, will take

This expansion of 
trade, which is already to a great extent observable, 
will, we fancy, swell into very large proportions when 
the commercial relations between this country and 
India are placed upon a proper basis, as they will now 
likely be ; indeed, our trade with India is only begin- 
ning to be developed, and we shortly expect to sce a 
vast increase in this quarter.

The workman will still be exposed to an unwhole- 
some atmosphere. ‘True, he will be invigorated by 
an unbroken night's rest; but this opens up one of 
those questions respecting which it is most difficult 
to interfere. Half of the workers in the world are 
compelled to work by night. It is by night the 
writer prepares the article which is to be laid 
before ten thousand readers in the morning; 
the lawyer studies his briefs and consults his 
cases and precedents by night; the physician 
in tolerable practice scareely ever enjoys an unbroken 
night's rest; the printer must work by night if the 
public is to have its morning journal; our senators 
protract their sittings to the dawn; our telegraph 
clerks must transmit by night that intelligence which 
is to regulate the stock market and public opinion 
of the ensuing day. All this resolves itself into a 
question of wages. A higher rate is always paid 
for work executed during the night than by day, and 
the workmen, for the sake of the higher remuneration, 
are always glad to accept night work in preference. 
You cannot prevent this. If one man will not work 
by night another will. So surely as day work is 
substituted for night work, so surely will the masters 
lower the rate of wages, because as the advocates of 
the journeymen confess, they are put to additional 
expenses. It is here, then, that trades unions will 
begin to work ; they will demand the same amount of 
wages for twelve hours’ work by day as they already 
reecive for fifteen hours’ work by night. There 
comes a strike when the master will not yield to so 
unfair a demand, and as we are told, that “the 
labour market in the baking trade, is already over- 
stecked,” the workmen will assuredly have to sub- 
mit to a lower rate of wages. They should have an- 
ticipated this objection and declared their willingness 
to accept lower wages in proportion for what they 
acknowledge to be more healthy hours, and fewer of 
them, spent in work. 

With this proviso, we would be glad that the 
journeymen bakers came to some understanding 
with the masters. Both, we suppose, understand 
their interests far better than the general public,

Wilson has an ar- 
gument ad hominem for the Hindoo, He brings down 
upon him his own sacred books ; he shows him that ac- 
cording to the lawsof Menu, the King is entitled to 
a 20 per cent. income-tax and a sixth of all annual pro- 
duce, 2 per cent. upon all annual savings, and the half 
of allmines. This is a very commanding —— 
whence to call a parley with a discontented Hindoo. 
When our financier asks the artisan or petty trader to 
pay a licence of one, four, or ten rupees, he shows him 
that it iea very small dividend upon his actual obliga- 
tions. If the Hindoo trader does not know what taxa- 
tion means, it is because we have suffered the fact to 
fade out of his memory; he had an excellent notion of 
it under his native rulers, or we should never have found 
so much plunder at Seringapatam and other places. Of 
course, he will put all his wits to work to evade these 
payments, andt will be a constant warfare between 
the tax-gatherer and the mild Hindoo; but, when the 
system is once established, the money will come. 

We do not claim the population of India, especially 
the zemindars and babvoos, to be among the admirers of 
Mr. Wilson's elaborate financial speech; but to all 
classes this exposition has been a relief from an uncom- 
fortable suspense. Mr. Wilson has told them in exact 
figures what they knew vaguely long ago. That annual 
deficit of five and a-balt millions, that old arrear of 
seventy-two millions, that current deficit of nine mil- 
lions, that prospective deficit of six and a-half millions, 
the recent crisis in the money market, and the threats 
and uncertainties that lie dark in the future—all these 
things were known; and, although every one shut his 
eyes, every one knew that a blow was coming. 
Well, here it is; it ie sharp and stioging, and it makes 
them wince and shrug their shoulders, but it is not 
a blow with a mallet which stuns them, or knocks their 
brains out. To be sure, it is not quite certain that they 
may not yet have to endure another stripe or two. 
When Mr. Wilson tells us that he cannot say how much 
his taxes will produce, but probably not enough to 
serve the purpose without great reductions, and in 
the same speech that he does not see his way to any 
great reductions, he slightly diminishes the ccmfort 
with which his victime resign themselves to his 
operations.

Lrorv's Acents at Cork have called public atten- 
tion to a case in which the supineness or carelessness 
of the Post Office authorities inflicts a great injury 
upon commercial interests. The Cunard Company's 
steamers touch at Queenstown 24 or 26 hours after 
leaving Liverpool. By this means English advices 
fully 24 hours later, and Continental dispatches from 
two to three days later, may be sent from (Queens- 
town to America. But, unfortunately, letters for 
America sent on to Queenstown are sent on to Cork 
Post Office, where they remain until the following 
day, when the steamer has traversed two hundred 
miles on the Atlantic. One would have‘ thought 
that, with so powerful and amply paid a staff, the 
Post Office authorities would have at once made up 
a special bag for Queenstown, when the Cunard 
steamers were ordered to call there, and have sent 
it onto Queenstown, so as to be in time for the 
steamer. Why is it that public attention has to be 
excited before so plain, costless, and easy an operation 
could be even taken into consideration by the Post 
Office officials ? 


Another improvement suggested by Lloyd's 
Agents is, that the day of sailing for the Cunard 
steamers from Liverpool, should be changed from 
Saturday to Thusrday. By sailing on Saturday 
they arrive off Cork on Sunday, and as Sunday is 
a dies non for such purposes, no telegrams are sent, 
consequently the steamer sails without the most re- 
cent intelligence. By sailing on Thursday the 
steamer would reach (Queenstown on Friday, or by 
sailing on Friday could touch at Queenstown on 
Saturday, and bring news up to the latest moment 
of her departure. 

This latter change may, perhaps, interfere with 
the arrangements of other companies, and requires 
consideration, but there can be no mitigation as to 
the necessity of at once devoting a special mail bag 
for Queenstown. Notto have thought of this be- 
trays gross carelessness on the part of the Post-office; 
we trust that expensive department will not incur 
further censure by a year's deliberation upon a mat- 
ter which ordinary men would settle in a day.

These things have given the politics of Australia an 
interest in our eyes which they might not otherwise 
possess. It is an ungravious task to be critical on the 
first essays ot a new country, especially when its insti- 
tutions are in many respects copied from our own, and 
so the faults of Australia might easily have escaped 
hostile criticism, if indiscreet friends were not perpe- 
tually holding up that which fille the well-wishers of 
our colonies with despair as a model devised for our 
express imitation. It must, indeed, be in all fairness 
admitted that in the matter of constitution-making the 
Mother Country dealt very unfairly with her Colonies. 
For years she denied them the most ordinary functions of 
self-government, and then all of a sudden she entrusted 
them, not only with the management of their own affairs, 
but with the power of making constitutions for them- 
selves. Now, no one can doubt that itis much easier to 
administer an existing Government than to frame 
a new constitution, and that practice in the manage- 
ment of political affairs is the best training school for 
constitution-making. These things were, however, en- 
tirely neglected in Australia. The result has been 
constitations which filled with regret the sincerest 
friends of these rising dependencies, and have led by a 
natural and logical course to the confusion that has fal- 
lowed.

In the seats set apart for the diplomatic body, the 
ambassadors of England and France attracted great atten- 
tion. The Princes, sons of the King, arrived shortly after 
the deputies, and took their seats on an estrade opposite the 
throne. A few seconds after the Duchess of Genoa entered 
and seated herself on the right. At eleven precisely the 
King, attended by his suite appeared. His Majesty was 
greeted with the loudest acclamations. The Keeper of the 
Seals having called over the names of the senators and 
deputies, Count Cavour, who was in grand uniform, pre- 
sented the speech to his Majesty; and the King read it ina 
firm and impressive voice. Every sentence was hailed by 
applause, and the deputies of the new provinces particularly 
distinguished themselves by their enthusiasm. When the 
King delivered the passage respecting the Roman question 
the cheers were almost frantic, and the same was the case 
when his Majesty rose to leave. After the ceremony, the 
National Guard filed off before the King, and as it did so, 
cheered loudly. The day was observed as a al holiday, 
all the shops being shut up. and all the people out of doors.

TURKEY. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, MARCH 28.—The month of Rama- 
zan commenced on Friday. The fast enjoined on all 
Mussulmans during this month lasts from the rising to 
the setting of the sun. In the interval all gratification 
of the senses—even the chibouk—is prohibited. 
There is, perhaps, no great hardship in the due obser- 
vance of the abstinence thus enjoined when it happens 
at a convenient season. As, however, the 12 months 
into which the Turks divide their year are lunar months, 
and as they have no provision analogous to that of our 
leap-year, the Ramazan, in common with all their other 
months, bears no relation to any one particular sesson, 
but traverses in succession all the periods of our solar 
year. It may be easy to abstain from food from sunrise 
to sunset in our month of December, whereas a similar 
penance in June must be found a sever? test of 
the faith no less than of the stomach of the true 
believer. It is singular that the religion of Maho- 
met, so admirably adapted in most respects to the 
welfare ofehis followers, should be thus at fault in the 
division of time, a matter which seriously affects two 
of the most important of its ordinances—viz., pilgrim- 
age and fasting. ‘To make up for the abstinence of the 
day there has always been great feasting at night. Only 
altew years ago all the richer of the Muussiman popula- 
tion were in the habit of opening their doors at sunset 
to admit all comers into their houses, where tables were 
spread and dinners provided for a large number of self- 
invited guesis. This hospitality, which was found too 
heavy a tax on the liberality of those who exercised it, 
has been somewhat retrenched of late years; neverthe- 
less, upto the present moment, every houscholder is 
e .pected during each night of Ramazan t provide en- 
tertainment for a large number of people ip case of any 
of his friends happening to honour him with avisit. A 
notification has this year been issued to the effect that 
all employes of the Porte will do well to abstain from the 
old practice, at least so far as their superiors are con- 
cerned, It tells them, in short, not to come to dinner

scrolls expressive of welcome to our distinguished viaiters, 
and with many a tasteful device in arms, flags, and 
wreaths, while the whole area of the square was filled 
with a gay but orderly multitude, who repeatedy rent 
the air with shouts of welcome; each house and shop 
in the squares was hung with ti and with costly 
shawis, velvets, and cloth which had a very gay 
and brilliant effect. D this time a second royal 
salute boomed from the ramparts of the Bala IIissar 
close by. When the carriages approached the Kotwal- 
lee through the second square, they were met by the 
Deputy Commissioner of Peshawur and a large assem- 
blage of the principal residents of the city on foot, who 
presented an address. 

A tragical occurrence took place during the presenta- 
tion of the address, and somewhat marred the general 
gaity of the moment. Mullick Secundur, a gallant fel- 
iow, and the hero of probably a hundred skirmishes 
with the hill Momunds on his border, in dismounting 
trom his horse to join the party presenting the address, 
was kicked in the head by one of the loose horses 
standing near, and very seriously injured ; indeed it is 
feared he will not recover. On the conclusion 
of the address the Viceroy descended from his car- 
riage, and himself proceeded to the spot where 
the unfortunate man was lying, and expressed 


great concern at the accident, and remained g by 


him till a y was brought to convey him to the 
dispensary, where he now lies. On the party issuing 
from the city they were received by a guard of honour 
consisting of a wing of the 7th Royal Fusiliers, with 
its band playing, and proceeded to the cantonment and 
completely through it, traversing a distance of three 
miles and 900 yards, the entire distance being lined 
with troops, artillery, cavalry, and infantry, European 
and Native, on either side of the road, in open order 
three paces apart. The party reached the end of the 
cantonment at dusk, when a third royal salute an- 
nounced the arrival of the Viceroy at the Commis- 
sioner’s residence, where a large party, consisting of 
the principal officers of the station, civil, military, and 
clerical, sat down to dinner in the evening, and thus 
ended the first day's proceedings. 


AUSTRALIA AND NEW ZEALAND. 

The design torthe exploration of the interior has at 
length assumed some definite shape. The funds re- 
quired to be raised by public subscription in aid of the 
munificent donation of £1,000 from an anonymous 
source have been collected, and £6,000 have been voted 
by the Assembly. Major Warburton, of South Austra- 
lia, has been named as the most eligible leader of the 
expedition. 

n New South Wales, floods heavier than any yet 
known have visited the colony to the southward, but 
are now subsiding. At Camden the river had risen 
thirty feet, and the waters covered halfthetown. A 
large amount of had also been damaged at 
Windsor, Campbell Town, and Wollong. Some poor 
people have been totally ruined, the flood having swept off 
everything belonging to them. One gentleman, a Mr. 
Gibson, of Tiewani, is reported to have lost 2,500 sheep 
by the flood. 

Some important discoveries anpear to have been 
made at the Snowy River diggings, which have excited 
a great sensation. ‘Thousands are flocking in from 
all quarters. 

‘The subject of telegraphic communication with Eng- 
land has been very fully discussed in the New South 
Wales Legislature, and the result is the offer of a sub- 

idy of £9,625 per annum for twenty-one years on con- 
lition that the work itself be completed in three years, 
— the line be kept in working order, that the con- 

irrence of the colony be requisite in establishing the 
tarill of charges, and the subsidy cease when the tele- 
graph shall be paying a profit ot ten per cent. The 
line is described in the vote of the House of Assembly 
as one from Sydney to East Java, leaving details open 
to arrangement. 

From the half-yearly report of General Superin- 
tendent of Electric Telegraphs in Victoria, which has 
been issued from the Government Printing-office, it ap- 
pears that there are now 1,232 miles of telegraphic 
lines in operation in this colony and that additional 
75 miles are approaching completion. During the half: 
year ending December 41 there were transmitted 
103,474 messages. The Superintendent mentions u 
remarkable phenomena in connection with the complete 
possession taken of the wires by the Aurora Australis 
in August and September last. He states that “he 
distinctly communicated with, and received an 
acknowledgwent from, a station distant 33 miles, 
through atmospheric currents alone, there being at the 
time no battery on the line.“ 

The Melbourne Argus reports on the state of the labour 
market as follows:— 

The busy season is now almost at an end, and many 
more men are going about the country in search of 
employment or wai to take their chance in town. 
The farmers have nearly —— their harvest work 
and the securing of their stacks, so that they are die- 
charging most of their extra hands, and are now only 
in want of a few good ploughmen, whose services 
cannot be rendered of much avail while the ground is 
sodry. There are always the roads for those who have 
not husbanded their resources to turn to; but, during 
the last few weeks, every opening on these has been 
quickly filed. Tradesmen mechanics are also 
numerously unemployed, and it is difficult still to as- 
certain exaxtly how much this is owing to trade regu- 
lations, or how much to an actual failing in the demand 
as compared with the numbers requiring work. 

With regard to domestic servants, there has been little 
or no change since our last report. Men havea difficult 
in finding situations, ub less married and without chil- 
dren, but superior women servants are in great request, 
and receive proportionally wages. Untaught country 
girls are still seeking employment in rather greater 
numbers than are required, but even these, if tidy in 
their habits and willing to

No young men of this descriptioa should 
think of emigrating to New Zealand, unless they previously 
undorgo a six months’ training to real physical labour at 
home, and unless they make up their minds to "rough it in 
the bush” as soon as they can make a selection, or meet 
with some cocupation by which they can at least live while 
they are gaining experience of colonial life.

DOUBLE POLICY OF LORD PALMERSTON. 
We continue the exposure of a double and deceitful 


policy from a sense of duty and under the belief that 
what we write may be of utility to Ireland. Two eleo- 
tions have taken place within the last few days in that 
kingdom—one in the county of Koscommon, the other 
in the city o Londonderry. The journals in the 
interests of the Irish Administration represent the re- 
turn of The O'Connor Don as a success obtained by the 
Government. We therefore inquire what opinions were 
professed by the candidate on the hustings, and we find 
it reported that The O'Connor Don announced himself 
to be an advocate of tenant-right, the ballot, and sepa- 
rate education (involving, necessarily, the subversion of 
the National System now existing.) These were his 
views on domestic affairs, and to each and all of them 


Mr. Cardwell and his colleagues are by their declara- 
tions bound to offer an inflexible opposition. 
In regard to foreign affairs, the Irish Catholic of an- 


cient blood declares he is for the Holy Father; that 
he wishes to see the Pope left in full possession of his 
dominions, undistarbed by foreign intrigue and inter- 


vention. He would leave the Pope free to wallop his 


own niggers,’ trusting with implicit confidence in the 


kindness and benevolence of one of the most paternal 
rulers in Europe.” 
Now, the Ministry which The O'Conor Don isto 


support has, under the guidance of the Premier and Lord 


John Russell, denounced the Government ot the Pope es 


the very worst in Europe, and has befriended and assisted 


the King of Sardinia, who has now seized the Romagna 
and incurred thereby the Papal malediction. The only 
possible way, therefore, by which the political support 
of The O’Conor Don could be conciliated to the Go- 
vernment would be by effecting for him and his priestly 
party in Ireland what would be denied to their brethen 
in Rome. 

This scheme, if it were carried out, would afford a 
happy illustration of the double policy of Lord Palmer- 
ston, who would pull down the Papal power in Rome, 
and establish its ascendancy in Ireland. We by no means 
assert that The O Conor Don, who is a gentleman by 
birth and eduvation, is about to lend himself for the 
considerations suggested to the support of Lord Palmer- 
ton s policy: we believe implicitly in The 0 Conor Don's 
sincerity when he stated he desired the Pope shoul d be 
allowed to,“ wollop his own niggers” uninterruptedly, 
and to possess lis ancient dominions untouched; but 
how consistently with these opinions he is to maintain 
the policy of the Minister in Italy, unless for a considera- 
tion to be made good in Ireland. we are unable to com- 
prehend. 

We now turn to Londonderry—the city of historic 
renown, There the Irish Administration favoured the 
return of Counsellor Greer—a barrister destitute of 
abilities, of practice, or of political reputation—who 
relied upon his extreme and absurd views on tenant- 
right and a certain connection with agitating l'resby- 
terian parsons and Romish democrats to achieve a tri- 
umph. Here again we see the working of a tortuous 
policy. Mr. Cardwell's Irish Government exert all 
the influence in their power to return Mr. Greer. 
Why ? Because Mr. Greer, if returned, while 
pretending to support tenant- right, would sup- 
port the Minister, and the Minister in return 
would patronise Mr. Greer. The virtue of the 
electers of Londonderry proved to be superior to ali the 
arts and influences of the Irish clique, and in rejecting 
the nominee of the Executive they established their 
own integrity and independence. An industrious and 
intelligent community preferred as their representative 
Mr. M'Corinick—a man of business and of sense, who 
has succeeded in life by his energy and ability, 
whose behaviour as a citizen proves he can be trusted 
asa politician, Next to Mr. Dargan, Mr. M'Cormick 
may be ranked as a practical benefactor to his country; 
and yet it was to exclude him from l’arliament that the 
Irish Administration, guided by Lord Palmerston, in 
pursuance of their double policy, preferred an insincere 
and intemperate agitater ! 

Londonderry has rebuked Lord Carlisle and his med- 
dling Chancellor for their unconstitutional interference ; 
and the Master in Chancery, converted into a Lord 
Lieutenant, retires from the contest, if not abashed, at 
least defeated. 

A valuable lesson may be drawn from Lord 
Palmerston’s Irish policy, Here we behold the affairs 
of a considerable kingdom committed to irresolute and 
feeble hands, under the foolish expectation that by ma- 
nagement and place-giving, and buying up a few 
Roman Catholic lawyers, an interest could be created 
in Ireland sufficiently strong to keep political noodles 
in power. The bubble has burst—the ‘*‘oudonderry 
election has shown the rottenness of the system, 
and the impotence of its inventors. It will here- 
after be impossible to slight the intellect of a na. 
tion, and to intrust its Government to a few 
shallow adventurers or plausible undertakers 
The nobility and gentry of Ireland are high-spirited, 
acute and sensitive. They will not, and they ought not 
to forgive the insult to which they have been subjected 
by the nomination of a Chancellor official of slender 
estate, to the pre of Lord Lieutenant of a great county 
They see in this rash and indefensible appointment a 
daring attempt to make them and their just pretenstons 
subservient to the contrivances for place of a few Dub- 
lin lawyers, ‘The act cannot be justified nor explained; 
it exhibits the disposition of the men who rule in Ire- 
land, to defy opinion while they outrage propriety, and, 
unless we are deceived, it will receive the retaliation 
which it deserves.— The Press. 


A letter from Venice in the Corriere Mercantile, of

The traffic return of railways in the United Kingdom

It is announced that the Court will visit Scotland at 
a far earlier period this year, as her Majesty does not 
intend to go to Osborne, as is customary in the 
summer season. 

The Tine says, that according to present arrange- 
ments the Great Eastern is expected to be ready by the 
beginning of June, to accompany the squadron which 
is to bring the Prince of Wales to Canada. She will, 
however, it is said, most probably call at Queenstown a 
day before beginning her run to Canada. As yet no 
person has been appointed to succeed the late Captain 
Harrison. 

The fight for the Championship of England is probably 
postponed indefinitely. Yesterday afternoon a despatch 
was received from John Heenan, the “ Benicia Boy,” 
announcing his arrest by the Derbyshire police, at the 
village of Trent. He was in close custody. The match 
will, it is believed, be broken off, as it is not supposed that 
the Magistrates of Derbyshire will release the American 
pugilist without substantial sureties that he will not 
enter the ring with Sayers ; all bets of course will be 
off. 

A telegram from Nottingham to a London sporting 
journal says, Heenan was apprehended this morning at 
Long Heaton, seven miles from Nottingham.

Panis, Tuvunspay Evenixne.—Town talk is about 
the seizure of contraband papers on the person of Louis 
Veuillot, who did not, as Í understood, experience a 
domiciliary visit, but was simply attended from the sta- 
tion at Marseilles to that of Paris by avery polite fellow- 
traveller, with whose Ultramontane conversation the 
Roman pilgrim was much gratified, until a summary in- 
vitation to hand up the key of his pormanteau ended 
the acquaintance. Documents and despatches for 
-Nunelo Sacconi, with other curious MSS., were carried 
off the Foreign Office, and as soon as Veuillot had duly 
protested, and was free to depart, he sought Sacconi, 
who went hot foot to Thouvenel, threatening to demand 
passport at once if the despatches were not given up, 
when all that was addressed to him was restored 
Kugene Veuillot, the Castor of Pollux (lucida sera), 
had written a pamphlet about the suppression of 
L’ Univers but no printer would put it in type. 

Both English and Belgic journals have this week 
been kept back to very late hours, undergoing scrutiny, 
and Parisians always fancy there is something awful 
going on when such ridiculous apprehensions manifest 
themselvesin Government officials, The London papers 
(save on the Savoy craze) are anything but hostile to 
Napoleon's Italian policy; as to the Belgie, they are his 
most strenuous supporters. This is evident trom the 
anger ot Le Monde L Union, where old grievances against 
what is printed in the Dutch and Fanders Netherlands 
since the Edict of Nantes sent the intelligence of this 
country over the frontier, are ripped up. Today we 
are told how Voltaire, and Saurin, and Jurieu, and 
l’eter Bayle found a press in Holland denied them in 
France. We are not told how Jurieu denounced Bayle 
to William of Orange, though we are reminded that the 
English ambassador at the Hague, Shaftesbury ꝓheltered 
the erudite sceptic, from motives supposed to be tradi- 
tional, in the house of Ashley Cuoper. 

The Debats had been very tame on the Italian ques- 
tion, and several of its staff were known to be doctri- 
naires, or trimmers—St. Mare Girardin, Cqusin, and 
De Sacy having no clear principle for guidance, John 
Lemoinne flings himself boldly in the front to-day, and 
comes out witha vigorous mapifesto on behalf of the 
whole Peninsula. I quote the last sentence of his ar- 
ticle :— 

“People call this resurrection of Italy a revolution. 
[call it a restoration. A country bas resumed its ori- 
ginal rights. At his domestic — the native of 
that land is no longer intruded on by an execrated 
foreign uniform taking an unbidden place under his 
roof. A nationality has risen surviving a hundred in- 
vasions; freedom has at last emerged, no longer gagged 
and choked by merceneraies.” 

Just one week after date Le Moniteur publishes a full 
report of the debate in the French U House last 
Thursday on the Romagna question. ve speeches of 
the Senators had never been made public before, and 
this exceptional publicity is owing to the wondrous 
reply of old Dupin to the speeches of the four Cardi- 
nals, in which condensed, brilliant, and powerfully 
logical address the whole dispute is grappled with in a 
style that no living orator on either side of the Channel 
could surpass. 

The same official organ prints two columns of small 
type containing signatures to a petition from Nice, in 
favour of incorporation with France. I have diligeutly 
looked over this list of several thousand names, and 
there can be no doubt it almost amounts to an universal 
adhesion of every intelligent or substantial inhabitant
